Let us assume that the

starts saving. The problem 
now is how to use these 
savings. 

Savings can take different 
forms: some individuals 


— to keep them liquid, 
rding currency or deposit- 
ing it with banking institu- 
tions; others prefer to buy a 
house and save by reducing 
their housing loans; yet 
others may acquire securities 
or decide to reduce their | 
bank loans. Stil} others. as | 
happened this summer in 
icular, rush to buy re- 
rigerators and other ap- 
pliances. Some economists 
would regard such purchases 
as acts of consumption. 
whilst others take a different 
view and regard them as 
proper saving. However, if 
the economy is suffering 
from excessive aggregate de- 
mand. which is already caus- 
ing a very acute shortage 
of manpower and a rise of 
prices, savings invested in 
goods — even it these are 
durable — increase demand 
instead of reducing it. 
Savers & Dissavers 
In any economy, some 
sectors save whilst others 
dissave. According to the 
Annual Report of the Bank 
of Israel for 1960, the Is- 
rael economy saved I146m. 
that year, but when this 
figure is broken down i re- 
veals very interesting infor- 
mation. Whilst “business en- 
terprises and households” 
(i.e. households, state enter- 
prises, private business and 
the financial sector) saved no 
less than: IL167m., their say- 
ings were whittled down to 
TL 46m. because “non-profit 
institutions” dissaved IL59m. 


and the “public sector” 
(the administration) dissaved 
ILA2m. 


Happily enough the dis- 
saving of these two import- 
ant sectors has been more 
than made good by unré- 
quited transfers of foreign 
exchange, but the Bank of 
Israeli has already asked 
what will happen when these 
trensfers are reduced. 

In a democratic commu- 
nity, Government cannot 
channel savings to the dis- 
saving sectors by coercion. 
The only thing it can do is 
to offer the necessary incen- 
tives which should induce 
“households” to invest their 
savings in the dissaving sec- 
tors. The rush for durable 
goods and housing which we 
witnessed this summer must 
be due to the public’s desire 
to safeguard the purchasing 
power of its savings. In such 
a mood people tend to desire 
to become indebted to others 
rather than have others be 
indebted to them. 

The ~tlovernment’s linked 
bonds -' designed to meet 
the general demand for sav- 
ings whose purchasing pow- 
er will not fall off. These 
have met the needs of insti- 
tutional investors such as 
insurance companies and pro- 
vident funds, and to a limit- 
ed extent those of the gen- 
eral public. But the linked 
bond lacks the liquidity of 
currency or bank deposits. 
After all, a ten-year linked 
bond is for all intents and 

nothing but a com- 

ty and its price on the 

is deter- 

mined, inter by supply 
and demand. We ‘should bear | 
in mind a number of recent | 
articles 
which indicate that after de- 
valuation the prices of linked 


pensate their 
owners for the devaluation. 
because many people will

Two mortgage banks have 
lately launched savings 
schemes approved by the Gov- 
vernment.

priority by law, have been 
settled. One would thus ex- 
pect balance-sheets to reflect 
the fact that an enterprise has 


considerable financial obliga- 


tions towards its workers. 


| Auditors have indeed come to 


realize that a suitable remark 
should be included, but where 
this is done the remark is 
mostly vague, giving no de- 
tailed indication of those lia- 
bilities. One of the reasons 
for this is the management's 
reluctance to present an un- 
favourable balance-sheet and 
profit-and-loss account, with 
all that this implies in terms 
of credit-worthiness. 

Yet although the annua! al- 
location of suitable reserves 
for severance payments is not 
yet a legal reguirement, in 
view of the hi probability

Many might well prefer to 
rent a three-room flat, keep- 
ing their capital intact (and 
linked to the dollar or the 
price index), rather than buy 
a four-room residence for the 
whole 3140.000.
